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<Subject of search> 

There is a term "a substance having a c -kit kinase - inhibit ing act ivity " 
in claims 1, 21, 41, 61, 82 and 83. However, it appears that those 
substances which are supported by the description in the meaning within 
PCT Article 6 and disclosed in the meaning within PCT Article 5 are 
limited to a specific, extremely small part of the compounds having 
the property (e.g., imatinib) . 

With respect to the property "a substance having a c-kit 
kinase- inhibiting activity" , even though the common technical knowledge 
at the time of the filing of the present application is taken into the 
consideration, it appears that the scope of the compound having the 
property cannot be specified. 

Such being the case, the search was made on the relationship between 
a c-kit kinase- inhibit ing activity and a compound of the formula (I) 
and also made on a combination of imatinib that is a compound specifically 
cited in the description as "a substance having a c-kit kinase - inhibiting 
activity" and specified in claims 18 or 19 or the like or an anti-c-kit 
antibody and a compound of the formula (I) . 
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
